SEAWELL FAMILY. 

(See Qtjaeteelt, III., p. 278; IV., p. 173.) 
The old English pronunciation of this name, as shown in the 
early records, was Soicell. Henry Seawell, who died in Norfolk 
county in 1644, gave his name to the point at the eastern entrance 
of Elizabeth City River. He had two children — Anne, who mar- 
ried Lemuel Mason, and left descendants; and Henry, who died 
sine prole. Thomas Seawell patented lands in York county in 
1635, and in Gloucester in 1642. In 1671 Thomas Seawell is 
named as marrying the widow of John Hansford, brother of Major 
Thomas Hansford, of Bacon's rebellion. Then Thomas Seawell 
and Mary his wife have (1), Thomas, born November 8, 1680, and, 
(2), John, born June 3, 1683. Then Thomas Seawell and Anne 
his wife have Anne baptized September 4, 1703. The loss of re- 
cords will probably forever prevent the statement of a perfect line 
from the beginning, but the following is authentic : 

Joseph Seawell (born about 1710) had by Elizabeth — her will 
dated September 22, 1786 (note 1) — at least three children, (1), 
Joseph; (2), John; (3), Sarah, born September 30, 1746. Of these 
John Seawell (note 2) married Jane Boswell, daughter of Major 
Thomas Boswell (note 3), and had an only son, (1), John, born 
February 6, 1760, and three daughters; (2), Elizabeth, who mar- 
ried, first, Col. Thomas Whiting, of Gloucester (note 4) ; secondly, 
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Major Samuel Cary; (3), Jenny; (4), Dolly, who married John 
Camp (note 5). Of these John married Fanny Hobday (note 6). 
He made his will in 1803, and died in 1806. He had issue: (1), 
John Boswell, born July, 1780, educated at William and Mary 
College; (2), Sterling; (3), Fanny; (4), Courtney; (5), Overton; 
(6), Thomas Machen; (7), Fanny; (8), Francis Thornton; (9), Ben- 
jamin; (10), Washington, Brigadier-General United States army. 
John Boswell Seawell married on December 23, 1800, Maria Henry 
Tyler, at " Greenway," the residence of her father, Governor John 
Tyler. She was but sixteen years old. Issue: (1), John Tyler, 
born December, 1808; educated at William and Mary College; a 
brilliant orator and lawyer; (2), William; (3), Maria, married Wil- 
liam Edwards; (4), Machen Boswell, an able and eminent lawyer; 
(3), Sterling; (4), Wat; (5), Washington; (6), Joseph.
